Historic participation of man, woman, 
youth in-the-pew begins this Sunday 


Southern Cross Reporter 


THE MOST important development in this 
diocese — a synod of the People of God — will 
gather momentum in the next two weeks when it 
focuses on the man, woman and youth in-the- 
pew. 


On two Pre-Synod Sundays, Jan. 14 and 21,-the 
spotlight will be on all the people to ‘‘get-into-the- 
act’’ by becoming involved in shaping the life of 
the Church. 


The synod will be historic as it marks the first 
time since the diocese was formed in 1936 that 
lay people are directly participating in Church 
reform and renewal. 


THEY WILL JOIN with priests and religious in 
helping to establish policies, make laws and lay 
down guidelines to govern the life of the Church 
in this diocese. 


On the first pre-synod Sunday, Jan. 14, 
parishioners will receive an eight-page brochure 
on the synod at all Masses. It is designed to 
arouse interest and enthusiasm by answering 
many questions on the function and purpose of a 
synod and the role of the people. 


The brochure also includes the latest revised 
plan, or timetable, for the synod which is ex- 
pected to last about two years. — 


MORE THAN 250,000 copies of the brochure in 


English and Spanish already have gone to. 


parishes for distribution. In a message to ‘‘My 


dear friends in Christ,’’ Bishop Leo T. Maher 
urges a detailed study of the brochure. 


‘While the Church’s canon law requires that 
the decisions of a diocesan synod be subject to 
the official approval of the bishop,”’ he points 
out, “‘it is true that the documents and spirit of 


.Vatican II require that all persons in the diocese 


be involved in a meaningful way in evaluating 
our present situation and planning for the 
future.” 


On the second Sunday, Jan. 21, parishioners 
will have a chance to suggest what matters 
should be considered by the synod and to 
volunteer for further work at the parish, deanery 
and diocesan level. They also may chose which 
of the synod’s 14 major areas of work they are 


‘interested in. 


MORE THAN 500,000 suggestion and volunteer 
cards have gone out to parishes — and some 
replies already have been returned to the synod 
office. The first to arrive came from Immaculate 
Heart of Mary parish in Ramona. 


Father Phillip Straling, the synod’s executive 
secretary, said the two pre-synod Sundays will 
give the people a ‘“‘sense of personal in- 
volvement, along with a desire to do their share 
according to their talents.”’ 


The brochures and cards, he added, ‘‘will

Educators to look at 
impact of tax credit bill

WHAT EFFECT, if any, 
California’s new tax credit 
law will have on the future of 
Catholic schools will be a 
major topic of discussion 


. when the state’s diocesan 
? school superintendents meet 


in Fresno, Feb. 7-8. 


Representing the San 
Diego diocese will be Dr. H. 
Giles Schmid, school 
superintendent, and Father 
Michael R.- McNally, 
diocesan director of special 
educational programs. 


Recently signed by Gov. 
Reagan, the law provides 
state income tax credits — 
up to $125 — for each child in 
private grade or high school. 
The law (AB 1724, known as 
the McCarthy bill), goes into 
effect this year, with claims 
to be made in 1974 on 1973 
income. 

THE $125 maximum per 
child deduction will be for 
parents with incomes of less 
than $15,000. The tax credit 
goes down as income in- 
creases up to $19,000. 


If a parent pays less in 


state income tax than for 
private school tuition, there 
is no refund. In other words, 
the reduction is limited to the 
total tax obligation. 


In signing the bill, Gov. 
Reagan said he would have 
preferred a bill giving tax 
credit to all families with 
children in nonpublic school. 


“THIS WOULD have 
resulted in even greater help 
to our private educational 
systems, and I _ sincerely 
hope the legislature will 
broaden the measure I have 
signed to cover all such 
families during the coming 
session,’ he said. 


‘‘Nevertheless, this bill 
represents a good first step 
in our efforts to substantially 
recognize the valuable role 
played by our nonpublic 
schools in meeting the 
educational needs of our 
children.” 


Earlier, Father McNally 
called for an ‘‘avalanche of 
messages’’ to the governor 
urging him to sign the bill. 
Now, he suggests ‘thank 
you" letters to the governor 
for signing it. ‘ =i

San Diego funeral rites for retired Alaska bishop

THE MAN WHO was born 
in County Clare, in the west 
of Ireland, in 1901, was 
eulogized in the stormy 
sunshine of San Diego and is 
now buried in the cold soil of 
Alaska. 


With nine concelebrating 
archbishops and bishops, 13 
concelebrating priests and 50 
attending priests, the special 
funeral Mass. for Bishop 
Dermot O’Flanagan brought 
moments of sadness and joy 
in the crowded St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral, San Diego, 
January 4. 


Children from schools, 
friends from La Mesa where 
he retired, priests from 
Alaska where he gave so 
many of his years, came 
together to see him on his 
way to final rest in 


America’s most northern 
state. 

WITH OUR OWN Bishop 
Leo T. Maher, were Arch- 
bishop Thomas A. Con- 
nolly, from Seattle, Wash., 
chief concelebrant; Arch- 
bishop Timothy Manning 
from Los Angeles, Arch- 
bishop Francis J.~ Furey 
rom San Antonio, Texas.

In his tribute to Bishop 
O’Flanagan, Bishop: Power of 
Yakima said ““God’s 
providence in mysterious 
ways got him to Alaska.

18 years. No one in Alaska 
was surprised at all when the 
Holy Father selected him to 
be the first bishop.” 


BISHOP POWER told the 
hushed gathering, attentive 
to the story. of a devoted 
priest’s workin the far 
‘reaches of the Church, that 
Dermot O’Flanagan “heard 
the call of the wild and liked 
if 

“He was warm... loved 
people... plain, un- 
pretentious... universally 
loved...’’ He became the 
first bishop of Juneau in 1951, 
on the feast of the- Little 
Flower. He resigned in 1968, 
to live in San Diego, where 
he died with the closing 
hours of 1972. 

“This silver-haired 
veteran of 43 years in the 
priesthood has shuffled out 
of the sanctuary for the last 
time,’’ said his eulogist. It 


was Aug. 27, 1929 when he 
was ordained a priest in 
Dublin, Ireland. 


FOUR YEARS later he 
went to Alaska. He died aged 
71. His body was flown to 
Alaska following the Mass. 


Under the direction of Mr. 
Jerry Witt, the choir of St. 
Brigid’s church, Pacific 
Beach was augmented by a 
brass choir. 


Knights of the Holy 
Sepulcher, as pallbearers, 
escorted the body of one of 
their members, the casket 
draped with the Jerusalem 
Cross, the order’s insignia.

Diocesan schools object of hoax 
in ‘selection’ for directory listing

SCHOOLS in the diocese 
have been the object of a 
hoax to promote sales for the 
Directory of California In- 
dependent’ Schools. 


Several schools informed 
the Southern Cross that they 
had been ‘‘selected’’ to be 
listed in the directory, which 
appeared, from the let- 
terhead, to be sponsored by 
the University of California 
at Los Angeles. 

In a telephone interview, 
Dean William G. Thomas of 


UCLA told the SC that the 
letter was entirely 
unauthorized and its 
signatory, John Choate, was 
not a member of the UCLA 
staff. 


HE SAID UCLA had 
planned to publish a 
directory of schools as a 
reference work and was 
approached by persons 
representing Western Area 
Private Schools with regard 


to a joint venture in a 
directory. 
“They used our 


stationery,’’ said Dean 
Thomas, ‘‘although they 
were not on our staff. They 
contacted schools in all 
dioceses of California.” 


Thomas said the 
association has been broken 
and Choate informed ac- 
cordingly. The solicitation 
was entirely unauthorized 
and without the knowledge of 
UC authorities, he said. 


THE LETTER on UCLA 
letterhead signed by Choate, 
was addressed to school 
directors, stating that ‘‘your

A wretchedly lonely man? 


There was something very poignant about the’ 


eulogy to Bishop Dermot O’Flanagan last week in St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral. Bishop Cornelius Power of 
Yakima, Washington, spoke of the loneliness of the 
retired priest. ‘‘A retired priest is most certainly a 
lonely man,” he said. “‘And a retired bishop, living 
away from his people, is wretchedly lonely.”’ 


Bishop O’F lanagan closed his priestly breviary and 
said his last prayers at Mass on the last day of last 
year. He was later taken ill and, during the very 
moment of anointing of the sick, he passed peacefully 
away — “as in the Dream of Gerontius,”’ as Bishop 
Maher described it. The good soul simply moved on. 


Our bishop spent part of Christmas Eve with the 
retired Bishop of Juneau to watch the Pope’s Mass on 
television, broadcast live for the first time. It was a 
clear and good transmission, marred only in the first 
part by a lack of actual sound, which was being 
carried on a South American Spanish transmission. I 
called Channel 39 and they eventually picked up the 
sound of the Pope’s voice and the prayers of the Mass, 
to go with the English commentary. 


Gift — and ‘stinking water’ 


A recent gift to the diocese and to the University of 
San Diego has caused a little surprise — by the way it 
appeared in the secular press. On Christmas Eve the 
story appeared in San Diego newspapers that the 
diocese, USD and Mr. Marvin Kratter were “‘part- 
ners” in a $6 million land purchase near Rancho La 
Costa. It looked, from reports, as if the split was a 
three-way investment. 


In fact it is the generosity of Mr. Kratter, a USD 
trustee, which brings in the other two partners. He 
‘out in” the diocese and USD for a one per cent share 
each — worth about $60,000, but not negotiable. So, as 
you see, the diocese has not invested $2 million in 
Rancho Agua Hedionda, the name of the property. As 
a matter of interest, Agua Hedionda means “stinking 
water.” 


A way to start 1973 


The first of the year seems long past already, but 
some men will not easily forget that first day. They 
are the 48 who made a Cursillo at San Luis Rey 
Academy and welcomed the New Year in with 
“agape.” 


It was an unusual Cursillo for several reasons. 
There were five priests on the team, including Msgr. 
Peter Mimnagh and Father Bernard Cassidy, SJ — a 
change from the days when Father ‘‘Bernie’’ of Christ 
the King, shouldered it all alone. Among new cur- 
sillistas, too, there were five priests, including Father 
Lawrence Battle of St. Joseph’s and Father John 
Blethen, the provincial of the Augustinians. 


Most unusual of all was that three of the talks on the 
first day were given by the brothers Stehly — Father 
Mark, Father Tom and their brother Jerome, who 
raises chickens near Pala Mission. His priestly 
brothers are both in the Los Angeles archdiocese. 


Still smoking? 
A new year resolution which may still be testing 


some readers will be the decision to give up cigarettes. 
As this is National Education Week on Smoking, it’s a 
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timely reminder that the only guarantee you get from 
smoking is the harmful effects which take 300,000 lives 
prematurely each year.

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The following letter appeared in the December 23 issue of America 
magazine. It refers to comments made by columnist Msgr. S.J. Adamo 
on the freedom of the diocesan press. 


Msgr. Adamo’s recent (12/9) 
comments on the good / bad side effects 
of subsidized diocesan newspaper 
circulation do little to help resolve the 
dilemma _ facing many _ bishop- 
publishers today. 


While not denying the presence of 
many lackluster house organs (both 
subsidized and non-subsidized), there 
nevertheless is a small but growing 
number of bishops who trust and 
respect the special role of their 
diocesan newspaper editor. These 
bishops want the Church and _ its 
message to be heard by people. They 
also want an open and free press that 
talks about the problems and attitudes 
of lay people so that they and the cler- 
gy and religious can better learn 
themselves just what the man in the 
pew thinks about things. 


A diocesan newspaper is perhaps the 
best tool available for getting into 
homes of disinterested and apathetic 
Catholics. It would seem contradictory 
for a bishop who believes in com- 
municating not to provide whatever 
financial underpinning is necessary to 
insure that this mass medium keeps 
reaching out to as many people as 
possible. 


It hardly proves Msgr. Adamo’s 
point, that the price of subsidy is the 
loss of editorial freedom, for him to 
single out a New York newspaper which 


receives no subsidy whatsoever but 
nevertheless has become what he calls 
a house organ while across the river in 
the Diocese of Brooklyn, the Tablet, - 
which enjoys a type of subsidized 
circulation, is well known for its out- 
spoken independence and _ editorial 
freedom and, in fact, was voted the best 
Catholic newspaper in the U.S. and 
Canada for 1972. 


What all this proves to me is that even 
the best diocesan newspaper cannot. 
generate sufficent revenue, given the 
prohibitive costs of publishing, to 
survive for long without a subsidy and 
that without a subsidy (read, continued 
existence) all other freedoms — edi- 
torial or otherwise — are meaning- 
less. 


The presence or absence of a subsidy 
is not a determining factor in whether 
or not there will be a free and open 
editorial policy. An overbearing 
publisher will be overbearing regard- 
less. 


The two ingredients necessary for a 
viable Catholic press are a trusting, 
supportive bishop and an editor with 
enough backbone and self-confidence to 
stand up to the pressure groups that 
seek to control him and the content of 
the paper.

how parishioners can offer their services at 
various levels of involvement.” 

ON BOTH SUNDAYS, homilies — many. given 
by laymen — will concentrate on various aspects 
of a diocesan synod and on Vatican II 
documents. 


Father Straling heads the Diocesan Pre-Synod 
Board which has set up the plan for the synod, in 
consultation with the bishop, priests, religious 
and laity. 


The synod, first since 1943, will reform and 
renew diocesan laws and_ guidelines 
promulgated about 25 years ago. It is expected to 
open officially Oct. 7, 1973, feastday of the Holy 
Rosary, in St. Joseph’s Cathedral. The opening 
also will be proclaimed in parish churches. 


FATHER STRALING points out that most of 
the synod’s work will be done in parishes where 
numerous ‘‘speak-up’’ sessions will enable the 
people to discuss all concerns of the diocese. 
Reports from the parishes will be gathered by 
the diocesan synod office and sent to deanery 
groups for more discussions. 


Revised reports will then go to the synod’s 14 
commissions which will draw on them when they 


write the documents summing up the synod’s 
work in the form of laws and guidelines. 

The first draft of these documents will be 
completed by the end of September, 1974, and 
copies distributed to parish and deanery com- 
mittees for further revisions.

THE CHART (page 13) showing the organizational 
structure of the synod, starts with two pre-synod Sundays, 
where the plan will be explained. People will be asked to 


- volunteer for work on commissions and to offer suggestions 
for debate at “‘speak-up”’ sessions.

At the parish level, the pastor, parish council or advisory 
body will nominate the parish synod board. Three members 
‘of this board will be elected to the Deanery Lay Committee. 


‘The deanery committee conducts in-depth speak-up 
sessions. Three members of this committee will be elected to 
the Diocesan Lay Committee. 


A NOMINATING committee of the Diocesan Lay Com- 
mittee, along with nominating committees of the priests’ and 
sisters’ senate, as well as the bishop, will nominate members 
for the 14 synod commissions, primarily from names of 


volunteers submitted. 


Chairmen of individual synod commissions will, with the 
synod executive secretary and the bishop, form the Diocesan 
Synod Board, to replace the present Pre-Synod Board. 


The Diocesan Synod Board will receive suggestions from 
parishes and deaneries and report to the synod commissions 
which, in turn, will send summaries to the deaneries for 


‘discussion. 


THE DIOCESAN Synod Board will be in constant com- 
munication with both parish and deanery levels and with the 
commissions, and proposals formulated by the board will 
be presented for approval at all levels. 


TO LEAD RENEWAL — Fath- 
er Jim Farrell, a Redemp- 
torist from Tucson, Ariz., 
will lead a Christian renewal 
mission at St. Rose of Lima 
parish, Chula Vista, from 
Jan. 21 to 28.

These 
documents will have the status of diocesan law 
until the next synod. 

The wide-ranging work of the 14 commissions 
shows the scope of diocesan renewal and reform. 
Each commission will include from 11 to 18 
persons, religious and laity, and many of these 
will be chosen from those who have volunteered 
in parishes on the two pre-synod Sundays. 


Major commission areas are: evangelization, 
education, worship and liturgy, youth, family 
life, minority ethnic and racial groups and 
special Mexican-American interests. 


ALSO SOCIAL action, communications, laity, 
priesthood, religious women, ecumenical 
relations and church administration. 


During February parishes will set up local 
synod boards of at least five members, including 
a religious, a lay man and woman anda youth — 
chosen by the parish council — and the pastor or 
his representative. These boards will select 
those participating in the speak-up sessions. 


Lay committees also will be formed at the 
deanery level — regional grouping of parishes 
and institutions — and at the diocesan level.

THERE IS a_ strange 
contradiction in Canon Law. 
On the one hand it lays down 
that the Ordinary, or bishop, 
is the sole legislator for the 
diocese. 


But the Canon Code. also 
stipulates that the bishop 
must call a diocesan synod at 
least every 10 years. A synod 
is a meeting to consider 
measures for the welfare of 
the clergy and people of the 
diocese. 

Synods came about 
because in the early church 
it became more and more 
difficult for priests in the 
outer districts to attend the 
regular meetings of the 
provincial or general 
council. So synods were 
established to bring them 
together periodically. 

THE COUNCIL of 
Jerusalem in 415 was a 
diocesan meeting. This type 
of meeting was not for 
legislative purposes but 
more to inform the clergy 
and people against early 
heresies. 

In 1215 the Fourth Lateran 
Council ordered an annual 
diocesan synod for the whole 
Church. The Council of Trent 
placed the same obligation 
on bishops. By the 16th and 
17th centuries argument had 
developed over the 
legislative power of synods 
and bishops responded by 
calling fewer meetings. 

Through the Code of Canon 
Law of 1917 the present 
situation was promulgated 
with the once-in-ten-years 
rule. It is a rule which has 
seen more breach than 
observance, and in the San 
Diego diocese there has been 
an interval of 30 years since 

the first synod. 

ALTHOUGH originally 
designed to incorporate the 
views only of the clergy — 
and the first San Diego synod 
was strictly for clergy — the 
position has changed 
radically with Vatican II. 


The Second Vatican 
Council, spent much time on 
the full mystery of the 
Church and on the Church in 
the modern world. And from 
it came the description of the 
Church as ‘‘the People of 
God.”’ All are God’s people, 
pilgrims moving towards 
perfection. 

In the spirit of the Church 
being the People of God the 
synod has become a forum 
for the ideas of all people and 
the forthcoming Diocesan 
Synod II will include the 
input from priests, religious 
and laity together. 

THE DOCUMENT of The 
Church in the Modern World 
says: ‘‘All the faithful, 
clerical and lay, possess a 
lawful freedom... to express 
their minds humbly and 
courageously about those 
matters in which they enjoy 
competence.”’ 

Recent synods have been 
few. Among the most notable 
since Vatican II have been 
those in the Archdiocese of 
Detroit, the Diocese of 
Pittsburgh and the Arch- 
diocese of Cincinnati. 

The pre-Synod 
preparation, through 
education of the priests, 
religious and laity, took 
several years in Detroit and 
Pittsburgh, and Cincinnati 


completed it in one year... 


Bridgeport, Conn. and 
Patterson N.J. synods were 
completed in 1971. 


IT IS STILL clear that the 
bishop remains, historically, 
as the sole legislator at a 
synod. But in this role and as 
leader, he exchanges with 
the whole People of God a 
dialogue from which the call 
to holiness and greater 
responsibility of God’s work 
may be achieved by all. 


What was once simply a 
way of informing the priests 
“out in the sticks’”’ of current 
trends in the Church has now 
become the major means of 
communication within all 
sections of the Church in a 
diocese.

My dear Friends in Christ: 


As part of the fulfillment of my responsibilities as Bishop of the 
Diocese of San Diego, I have taken steps toward the convocation 

of our Second Synod. Committees of priests, sisters and laity 
have been recruited to draw up preliminary plans for the Synod, 
and I have followed carefully the work of these committees, After 
months of consultation and meetings, these committees have devel- 


oped a plan which I have approved and to which I have pledged my 
support. 


While the Church's Canon Law requires that the decisions of a 
Diocesan Synod be subject to the official approval of the Bishop, 

it is true that the documents and spirit of Vatican II require that 

all persons in the diocese be involved in a meaningful way in evalu- 
ating our present situation and planning for the future. To meet 
both of these requirements, it will be necessary that I work closely 
with all the Synodal Commissions and that all of you become actively 
engaged in the work of the Synod, at least within your own parish. 


I urge you, then, to study this Synod Brochure. Pray that our diocese 
may experience through the Synod the kind of renewal that Pope John 
described as a ''New Pentecost. "' 


Because of the extreme importance of the work of the Synod, parishes 
and organizations in the diocese are asked to schedule their activities 
during the term of the Synod in a way that will give the work of the 
Synod the priority it requires.

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“WHERE AND WHEN WILL THE SYNOD TAKE PLACE? 


The preliminary work of the Synod has already been accomplished by a committee (the Pre- 
Synodal Board) made up of clergy, religious, and laity. Their task has been principally to propose 
to the bishop a detailed plan for the Synod, to prepare essential materials, and to tell the people 
about the possibilities for everyone’s participation in the Synod. 

Most of the work will be done in the parishes, where numerous ‘‘speak-up’” sessions will be held 
to enable everyone to discuss all the concerns of the diocese at great length. The conclusions of 
these sessions will be communicated to the priests, religious, and laity at the deanery level. (For 
list of the 12 deaneries, see Diocesan Directory.) 

These deanery groups will engage in further discussions and then send the results of their dis- 
cussions to commissions working on the diocesan level. These commissions will be working con- 
stantly with the bishop. Consequently, the work of the Synod will be carried on at every level in 
the diocese. 

The Synod will be opened formally by the bishop in the fall of 1973. The duration of the Synod 
will be determined by the length of time required for adequate discussion, writing of the documents 
and voting on them. 


WHAT CAN WE EXPECT THE SYNOD TO ACCOMPLISH? 


The Synod will be the occasion for creating new means of COMMUNICATION in the diocese. People 
within their own parishes will have opportunities for finding out what their fellow parishioners think 
and through participation in discussions at deanery levels, to find out what other parishes are think- 
ing and doing. Bishop, priests, religious and laity will be involved at every level of the diocese in a 
continuing exchange of ideas, in serious evaluations of one another's thoughts and attitudes, and in 
mutual planning for the welfare of all. 

Such an exchange will necessarily result in EDUCATION. As all of us in the diocese work together to 
plan for the future, we will be driven to a new study of Scripture to understand better the will of God 
for the Church. We will want to read carefully the documents of Vatican II as guidelines in working 
out our problems today. } 

As the people of the diocese come to a common agreement concerning what must be done in the 
diocese to provide a more sensitive and effective response to the promptings of the Holy Spirit, 
LEGISLATION will be enacted. In the final documents drawn up by the Synod, laws and guidelines will 
be established to insure the continued growth and development of the diocese after the Synod has 
been concluded. These laws and guidelines, once they are approved by all participants in the 
Synod, signed by our bishop, and accepted by the Holy See, will become the official policy of the 
diocese until the next Synod is convoked. 

In order to insure IMPLEMENTATION of the Synod’s conclusions, a Diocesan Pastoral Council will be 
established to consult regularly with the bishop. The Synod will set up, in addition, whatever of- 
fices, committees, etc., that are necessary for carrying out the decisions of the Synod about the 
goals of the diocese and the means for achieving them. This will be done with a continuing realiza- 
tion that the laity must be involved in the work of the diocese at all levels. 
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F EXPECTED TO DOIN OUR PARISHES? 


_. A PreeSyriodal’Board-will be set up in each parish to plan for that parish’s participation in the 
Synod. On.two Pre-Synodal Sundays parishioners will be given an opportunity to suggest what 
matters should be considered by the Synod and to volunteer for work at the parish, deanery, or 
diocesan level. 

Later, a Synodal Board will be chosen in each parish to oversee the implementation of those 
plans. The most important activity on the parish level will be the ‘‘speak-up’’ sessions. At these 
sessions everyone in the parish — priests, sisters, women, men, young people — will discuss ques- 
tions suggested by those who have done the initial planning for the Synod, topics suggested by you 
in response to this brochure (see the ‘suggestion sheets’’” which will be distributed at the Masses on 
January 21), and whatever additional matters individuals may wish to bring up. After the speak-up 
sessions, reports expressing the majority and minority opinions will be sent to the Diocesan Synod 
Office, P.O. Box 80428, San Diego, California 92138. 


WILL OTHER GROUPS BE PERMITTED TO HOLD SPEAK-UP SESSIONS? 


Other groups with special concerns will be encouraged to hold their own discussions and to send 
to the Diocesan Synod Office the reports of their sessions, just as in the parishes. Such groups, how- 
ever, should be careful to function in such a way as not to interfere with the parish speak-up sessions. 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN TO THE SPEAK-UP SESSION REPORTS? 


The Diocesan Synodal Office will act as clearing house to gather the reports of the various 
parishes and special groups and send them to the deanery groups for further discussion. The reports 
will also be sent to the Diocesan Synodal Commissions (explained in the next paragraph) for study. 
The Commissions will draw on these reports when they write the documents which will sum up the 
work of the Synod in the form of laws and guidelines. 


WHAT ARE THESE DIOCESAN SYNODAL COMMISSIONS? 


The Diocesan Pre-Synodal Board, after consultation with priests, religious and laity, has pro- 
posed at least 14 general areas which most urgently require our study and action. Each of these 
areas will be the special concern of one of the Diocesan Synodal Commissions. The Commissions 
will be made up of from 11 to 18 persons, including priests, religious, and laity. Many. of these will 
be chosen from those who have volunteered in the parishes on the Pre-Synodal Sundays. 


WHAT AREAS ARE THE SPECIAL CONCERNS OF THE COMMISSIONS? 


Under the general heading of the Church’s mission to proclaim the Gospel, there are three broad 
areas to be considered: first, the direct preaching and teaching of the Word; second, the practical 
expression of that Word in the world; third, the organizational structures that are required to facili- 
tate the proclamation of the Gospel. The following outline lists various topics individual commis- 
sions may consider. Not all of these will necessarily be discussed and others will doubtlessly be 
added.

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As women will. . .

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Where will it all end? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about . . . new beginnings, new years, 
new opportunities, new outlook and 
self-evaluations. When, traditionally, 
resolutions are renewed or initiated, 
we need to take stock of the year that is 
past, and the future direction of our 
lives. 


It is very fitting that the joy and hope 
of Christmas celebrations, instead of 
falling into a “‘limbo”’ of forgetfulness 
should lead into an examination of 
conscience and a ‘“‘firm purpose of 
‘amendment.”’ 


Alas, all-too often, the purpose is 
anything but firm! But there is in all of 
us that spiritual and psychological 
need to assess progress and check our 
directions. 


FROM TIME TO time we need, too, 
to clarify priorities. It is sometimes 
startling — and always revealing — to 
make a list of those matters of most 
concern to us, the objectives towards 
which we strive, and place them in 
order of priority. 


Ideally, or for that matter, 
realistically, our top priority would be 
a goal demanding the utmost of our 
capabilities, the focal point of all other 
aims. 

A man planning to make a million 
dollars is deluding himself unless he 
plans a strategy, a series of stages of 


achievement towards that eventuality. 
The first action he would take might lie 
low on his list, yet be essential for the 
success of his project. 


THE ‘‘MAKING” of a million is in 
itself only another step to something 
more. Why is a million of such im- 
portance? Is it seen as a source of 
power? Of comfort? A means to gain 
security or admiration? What lies 
behind the ambition? 

Too often we limit ourselves by 


setting goals at too accessible a level — 
and find ourselves confused and 
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frustrated on achieving them. We 
reach an end that is not an end, a road 
with miles still stretching ahead! 
What do we really want from life? 
This or that job, this or that relation- 
ship, marriage to this or that person — 
or even seven Olympic medals? They 
may be worthy, laudable aims, but 
there is an incompleteness, an im- 
balance, unless they are part of a 
larger view, a deeper perspective. 


C. C. CUMMINGS puts personal 
integrity among top priorities. ‘‘To be 
nobody but yourself in a world which is 
doing its best night and day to make 
you everybody else, means to fight the 
hardest battle which any human being 
can fight, and never stop fighting.” 


There is no question that, for 
Christians, personal unity with Christ 
in self-giving love must be the ultimate 
ideal. And it is sobering to check our 
priority list in that light! 

We may not be sufficiently self- 
disciplined or emotionally detached, to 
ruthlessly delete those short term 
objectives that might impede — or at 
least not aid — our progress, but most 
of us fall prey to a stir of uneasiness, 
from time to time, over the ‘pet 
projects” taking so much of our at- 
tention. 


AS WITH ANYTHING else in life, our 
personal priority list will mean little if 
it is not based on honesty. We cannot 
escape the need to be honest with 
ourselves, about ourselves, if we intend 
to reach that self-set peak of 
achievement. 


In a book I read recently, a coun- 
sellor advises his client to look at his 
expressed fear or desire and ask, ‘“‘Who 
is your Father?’’ What inner fears or 
unexpressed anxieties, what com- 
plusive drive or transcendent idea 
spawned you? 


The initial and continuing goal of any 
human endeavor must be to know 
oneself. ‘‘Be nobody but yourself,”’ or, 
as Shakespeare put it, ‘‘to thine own 
self be true.’”’ Knowing ourselves, we 
are not threatened by others and learn 
to know them also. Through them, we 
come to know Christ. 


SELF-KNOWLEDGE must be both 
the lowest and the highest of our 
priorities — on every level its presence 
milks defeat or failure of venom — and 
in the end, guarantees the personal 
success so dear to us all.

TV — friend or foe of faith and morals? 


THE BROADCAST media, especially 
television, is playing no favorites with respect to 
the religious persuasions of America. Lately, it’s 
rubbing just about all of them wrong. 


Whether the problem lies in hiring practices, 
programing, racial or ethnic irritations, or TV’s 
apparent penchant for violence, and now sex, the 
industry is feeling increasing pressure and 
antipathy from church-related groups and of. 
ficial religious organizations across the board. 


YET, THERE IS another side to the media- 
church picture. 

Some church communications experts have 
admonished religious agencies, and in some 
cases the Churches, for not fully utilizing the 
media, particularly television, to reach those 
“outside” the church. 


-Other church media specialists have prodded .. 


the Churches to take a leading role in developing 
new and “more positive’ directions for 
American TV, instead of simply resorting to the 
role of critic and watchdog. 


HOWEVER, the bulk of church-inspired 
reaction to television, even excluding the 
question of violence, remains critical. 


The Public Broadcasting System’s privately- 
sponsored television treatment of the findings of 
the Presidential Commission on Population 
Growth and the American Future received a 
blast from right-to-life groups who object to the 
commission’s recommendations on population 
control. 

Several religious groups and church agencies 
have issued strong protests against certain TV 
“comedy”’ series that attempt ‘“‘to tell it like it 
is’ about contemporary living and social mores. 


MUCH OF THE current criticism of television 
programing has followed the appearance of ‘‘All 
in the Family,” the award-winning CBS-TV 
comedy that has made ‘‘Archie Bunker” a 
household word and a laughable symbol of racial 
and ethnic bias. 


The story of Archie, the ‘lovable bigot,” 
helped open the door of much broader treatment 
of social questions such as racial and religious 
prejudice, subjects that heretofore had been 
deemed unfit for general audience consumption. 


While the ‘Archie Bunker syndrome” has 
been roundly criticized by many religious 
spokesmen — and still is — other shows which 
proffer treatment of thorny issues like abortion 
and interreligious marriage have followed in its 
wake. 


LAST APRIL, CBS television withdrew a 
scheduled segment of the ‘‘60 Minutes”’ program 
which was slated to show excerpts from a pro- 
abortion film. The segment had drawn a formal 
protest from the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
which said the telecast would be interpreted 
as a “calculated offense” to Catholics. 


Similarly, a two-part episode of the comedy 
series ‘‘Maude’’ — an offshoot of the ‘‘All in the 
Family’ series — was roundly scored by 


Catholics, who saw it as endorsing abortion. A 
Long Island, N.Y., anti-abortion group 
demanded CBS offer them equal time to present 
the ‘‘pro-life’’ viewpoint. The request was denied 
and last week the Long Island Coalition for Life 
announced it would submit a formal appeal to 
the Federal Communications Commission for 
time under the FCC Fairness Doctrine. 


LAST FEBRUARY, the executive committee 
of the Southern Baptist Convention condemned 
the scheduled showing of ‘‘X’’ and ‘‘R”’ rated 
movies on network television. The committee 
said ‘“‘the invasion of America’s homes with 
profanity, vulgarity, adultery, incest, 
homosexuality, child molestation, nudity and 


sadism represents a moral challenge of major 
proportions.”’ 

Shortly thereafter, the Knights of Columbus 
lodged protests with CBS and the Federal 
Communications Commission against the 
showing of the movie The Damed on network TV. 

In a letter to the FCC, Supreme Knight John 
McDevitt said the Knights wanted an _ in- 
vestigation of CBS-TV’s decision to air the film 
and added: ‘‘We contend that dissemination over 
the public airwaves of such a conglomerate of 
brutal violence and blatant sex is a gross 
violation of public trust .. .”’ 


MORE THAN SIX months later, a CBS 
executive assured officials of the Southern 
Baptist Radio and Television Commission that 
his network had ‘“‘no intention’’ of televising ‘‘X”’ 
or “R” rated motion pictures. 


The CBS network, apparently more committed 
to the treatment of volatile social issues, is 
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continuing to run into religious opposition. 
Several Orthodox Jewish groups are presently 
urging that the television series ‘“‘Bridget Loves 
Bernie”’ be dropped. 

Calling the series ‘‘a flagrant insult and act of 


disrespect to Orthodox Judaism and.. - most 
non-Orthodox Jews,” the Rabbinical Alliance 


‘of America said it could not accept the series’ 


“encouragement of the spiritual genocide of 
American Jewry through inter-marriage — the 
main theme of the series.” 


THE SERIES is about the marriage of a 
Catholic woman to a Jewish man and has been 
strongly criticized by both Jewish and Catholic 
agencies and publications as ‘‘an insult to some 
of the most sacred values of both the Jewish and 


~ Catholic religions.”’ While some religious groups 
‘continue to take television to task for ob- 


jectionable policies or .programing, there are 
those who are taking church leadership to task 
for failing to recognize the ‘bright hope’’ 
television offers them in reaching out to the 
spiritually needy. # 


Charles E. Reilly, Jr., writing last September 
in a special radio-TV issue of Variety, the show 
business publication, said ___ religious 
denominations generally are not communicating 
Christ’s message of salvation and service and 
are at a loss “‘to realize that a competent com- 
munications capability (like TV) is essential 
today.”’ 


NOTING THAT three of the apostles — Mat- 
thew, Mark and John — took the message to the 
people in the best possible way for the times, the 
former director of the National Catholic Office 
for Radio and Television explained that the 
Churches ‘‘must invoive themselves with the 
mass media,”’ particularly television, if they are 
going to reach their audiences. 


He called for the use of ‘‘media professionals” 
by the Churches, expressing the conviction that 


professionals will ‘creatively develop . . . in-— 


novate and try new techniques which will 
dramatically raise the level of spiritual and 
moral values in the media.” . 


As a result of increasing criticism of television 
fare by the Churches on the one hand and the 
demand for more constructive media direction 
by Churches on the other, the church-television 
relationship seems to have reached a kind of 
counterpoint. 


ACCORDING to some communications ex- 
perts within the religious community in the U. S., 
the criticism and denunciations of TV offerings 
which have become prevalent must be sup- 
planted with new efforts by churchmen and 
media professionals in the Churches. 


They fear that this influential medium may 
never reach its full potential in the interests of 
religion and moral development of the people. 
And they call on the Churches to help shape the 
future of television as a unifying force in the 
nation.

Please! 


Question: 


The Church continues to exclude 
divorced persons who have remarried 
from the sacraments. Yet priests who 
break their vows and become laicized 
are not precluded from the sacra- 
ments even if they marry. Is there not 
some strange logic about this? 


_ While there admittedly is a great deal of 
speculation and study on the subject today, 
traditional theology nevertheless has 
insisted that a sacramental marriage bond 
is indissoluble or permanent. Canon 1013 
states: “The essential properties of mar- 
riage are unity and indissolubility which 
acquire a special firmness in Christian mar- 
riage by reason of its sacramental charac- 
ters: 


Note the word ‘‘essential,’”? which 
indicates that permanency belongs to the 
very nature of the sacrament of matrimony. 
This is not the same with the sacrament of 
Holy Orders. Celibacy does not belong to the 
nature of the priesthood but is, rather, a 
requirement in the Western Church (Eas- 
tern priests do not have this restriction), 
which theoretically could be changed at any 
time by the Holy See. 


When the young seminarian approaches 
his ordination, he is primarily asking for the 
sacrament of Holy Orders; willingly or reluc- 
tantly he also accepts certain requirements 
that have been attached to the priesthood 
by the law of the Church — for example, the 
promises (not vows) of celibacy and obedi- 
ence. 


Upto ten or fifteen years ago (as this writer 
can attest to) seminarians were quite shel- 


. tered from “the world,” lived an intense and 


closed community life and had little contact 
with others. After ordination, most young 
priests had little difficulty in adjusting to 
life “in the world.” 


But for some it is possible that for the first 
time they perceived the difficult reality of 
a promise (celibacy) which had seemed 
almost theoretical in the seminary. (Iam not 
implying, by the way, that all priests who 
become laicized did so because of the celi- 
bacy question.) 


In an individual case, a priest — at any 
time in his life, perhaps — after long reflec- 
tion and prayer may come to the conviction 
that celibacy is an insurmountable obstacle 
for him. What is he to do? On the one hand 
he wants to function as a priest, but on the 
other hand he has a need and desire for the 
married state — and at the present time 


these are not allowed to exist together in 
the law of the Western Church. 


Some people — usually married — argue 
that the priest knew what he was doing when 
he accepted ordination and therefore 
should be faithful to the promise of celibacy. 
Others, more charitable, say that celibacy 
is a charism given at ordination, a charism 
that is meant to grow throughout life, and 
therefore the priest needs to pray more and 
cooperate with God’s grace. 


But, in point of fact, there are priests who 
have tried both solutions and still sincerely 
and deeply believe that these are not the 
right answers for them. The proper proce- 
dure then, is to seek laicization. This means 
that, while they always have the sacramental 
character of ordination, they wish to relin- 
quish the use of the priestly office. 


Since the decree of laicization does not 
automatically contain the permission also 
to enter the married state, this must also be 
asked for. When this is granted, it is clearly 
understood that the married priest may in 
no way exercise his priestly office. 


In the future, hopefully, these men— many 
of whom earnestly want to function in the 
Church as priests — will be allowed in some 
way and to some degree to perform clerical 
ministries.

Mexican bishops shift 
~ emphasis on birth control 


MEXICO CITY — Ina significant shift of 
emphasis away from a previous strong 
stand against artificial birth control, 
Mexico’s Catholic bishops issued a pastoral 
letter which stressed the freedom of 
married couples to determine their own 
parental responsibilities. 


The statement signed by 80 prelates was 
hailed by Mexican government authorities 
and interpreted by some Church sources as 
at least a ‘‘partial accommodation’’ to the 
government’s family planning program 
which began Jan. 1. 


Despite some ‘“‘internal ‘contradictions 
and vague assertions,’ the document is a 
“definite change’’ in the Mexican bishops 
position, said a spokesman for CENCOS 
(Catholic Lay National Center for Social 
Communications). 


HE POINTED out that several lay 
Catholic groups, including the Christian 
Family Movement in Mexico, have for 
several years been calling for more open- 
ness by the bishops toward population 
control and parental responsibility on 
family size. 


The CENCOS spokesman added that the 
Mexican bishops’ Episcopal Commission for 
the Lay Apostolate asked Catholic lay 
groups to prepare materials for discussion 
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at the bishops’ conference. He indicated that 
the bishops’ pastoral was based at least 
partly on those materials. 


In their message which was published in 
Mexico City’s leading daily, Excelsior, the 
bishops urged both civil authority and 
Church leaders to join in helping married 
couples prepare for the “conscientious, 
responsible and free’’ decision on the 
number of children they will have. 


“THIS DECISION concerning the 


question of whether or not they should have © 


another child implies the right and 
responsibility of deciding upon the means,” 
the bishops asserted. 


The prelates also observed that the 
decision about the means of having or not 
having a child should follow the dictates of 
conscience, a conscience which ‘‘must be 
rightly- formed” since the married couples 
do not want to alienate themselves from 
God’s friendship. 


The letter, which was opposed by some 
prelates but signed by all of them as the will 
of the majority, was described by the 
bishops as a ‘“‘new pastoral orientation’’ to 
the controversial 1968 papal encyclical, 
““Humanae Vitae’’ (Of Human Life) issued 
by Pope Paul.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — A U.S. Catholic 
bishops’ study committee, observing that 
there are strong pastoral and theological 
arguments against ordaining women to the 
priesthood, said ‘‘the ultimate answer’’ and 
“ultimate clarification’? must come from 
the teaching authority of the Church. 


Admitting that the question has not been 
thoroughly researched and that an 
“exhaustive study’’ is needed, the com- 
mittee stated that ‘for the present, 
however, we can see ... only a continuation 
of the established discipline”’ that only men 
may. be ordained. 


The 1,600-word’ report, entitled 
“Theological Reflections on the Ordination 
of Women,”’ was compiled by the bishops’ 
Committee on Pastoral Research and 
Practices, and was approved by the bishops’ 
Administrative Committee. 


ARCHBISHOP John R. Quinn of 
Oklahoma City, chairman of the committee, 
noted that the report ‘‘is not definitive’ and 
also omits the question of installing women 
in ministries of lector and acolyte. He 
described it as part of an on-going study of 
major questions and an “effort at honest 
dialogue.” 


The former auxiliary bishop of San Diego 
said the study was prompted largely by the

Ohio court kills 
tax credit law 


In COLUMBUS, the Ohio 
Catholic Conference ap- 
pealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court a lower court’s 
decision killing a state law to 
provide tax credits to 
parents of private school 
children. 


The federal district court 
struck down a law allowing 
parents of nonpublic grade 
and high school pupils to 
deduct up to $90 in state 
income tax depending on 
income, real property and 
sales taxes. 


Priest stresses 
father-son role 


In WASHINGTON, D.C., 
Father Juan Cortes, SJ, 
psychology professor at 
Georgetown University, 
urged fathers to take a 
greater part in the education 
of their children, especially 
sons. 


“There is a strong trend in 
the country toward mother- 
child households,” he said, 
“This trend must’ be 
reversed. The role of the 
father has always been a 
decisive one, but study after 
study has shown that this is 
even more true in present- 
day societies.”’ 


Chapel going 
not mandatory 

In WASHINGTON, D.C., 
the U.S. Supreme Court 


refused to review a lower 
court: decision that mian- 


datory chapel attendance at 
the Army, Navy and Air 
Force academies is un- 
constitutional. 


Last June an appeals court 
ruled compulsory chapel 
attendance violated the First 
Amendment prohibition 
against an ‘‘establishment of 
religion.”’ Although the high 
court neither approved nor 
disapproved this decision, it 
stands and must be obeyed. 


Czech priest gets 
4/2 years in jail 


In VIENNA, it was 
reported that a Czech 
criminal court sentenced a 
Catholic priest to four-and-a- 
half years in prison for 
“illegal production and 
distribution of religious 
textbooks.”’ 


Father Jaroslav Studeny, 
49, was also charged with 
selling the books for about 
$4,000. He was reported to 
have admitted he did 
produce the texts to raise 
funds for a. church- 
restoration project, in which 
he was engaged. 


No. Ireland peace 
plea by Churches 


In BELFAST, Northern 
Ireland’s four 
Churches, jointly appealed 
for an end to “‘sectarian and 
political murders’ in the 
strife-torn country. 


The statement came from 
leaders of the Catholic, 
Presbyterian and Methodist 
Churches and the Church of 
Ireland (Anglican). It was 
praised immediately, by 
William Whitelaw, British 
secretary of state for North- 
ern Ireland, who adminis- 
ters the province. 


Pastor found 
dead in rectory 


In CHANNELVIEW, 
Texas, Father C. Laumer 
Schoppe, pastor of St. An- 
drew’s church, was found 
dead in his rectory with two 
gunshot wounds in his chest 
and abdomen. 


Because the rectory had 
been set afire, police were 
not certain whether the 
pastor had been killed by the 
shooting or fire. A few hours 
before the fire, Father 
Schoppe had reported to the 
sheriff’s office that he had 
found the rectory door open 
and $2 missing. 


FATAL MISSION — Roberto 
Clemente, 38, believed by 
many to be baseball’s most 
outstanding player, was 
killed in a plane crash while 
on a mercy mission for vic- 
tims of the earthquake in 
Managua, Nicaragua.

Brother James has _per- 
formed an admirable service 
for scholarly research by 
bringing together this 
critical examination of 
Catholic reference tools.

The excellent 
annotations are drawn from 
Catholic media, for-the most 
part, and are usually quite 
accurate. 


One glaring exception is 
his annotation to Sixteen 
Documents of Vatican II. He 
says that it has no index — 
and I worked for many 
months preparing the index 


for the second edition! 
Another lack is_ that

appear in the index, and that 
is a subject that has vexed 
Catholics for some time now. 


However, the book is 
important and most libraries 
will want a copy.
